Information from the Post Office 
Department since appearing in Linn’s 
points out that the P.O.D. in 1948 
issued implicit instructions which 
have prevented such items becoming 
available. 

Holmes latest catalog does not list 
imperf stamps since the 1942 war 
issue, thus later issues appear clear 
from such items. Incidently Holmes’

General, maybe his deputy and one 
other.

ly came on the market following re- 
tirement or death of the holders of 
same. In any event there has for 
years been considerable dissatisfac- 
tion in philatelic circles about these 
items. That they are being guarded 
against by the P.O.D. is gratifying to 
learn.

Coming June 1st 


5c “International Civil 
Aviation Organization” 


Issue 


On the ist June, 1955, a new 5c 
postage stamp will be available 
throughout Canada. This new stamp 
is being issued to commemorate the 
tenth anniversary of the Internation- 
al Civil Aviation Organization. 

The stamp was designed by Wal- 
ter Lohse, a Civil Engineer, who is 
assistant art director of a large 
printing company in Montreal. It is 
vertical in format, measuring 114”x 
1” in size, will be blue in color and 
issued to Postmasters in panes of 50 
stamps each. The stamps are being 
engraved and printed by the Can- 
adian Bank Note Company, Ottawa. 

This stamp is issued to mark the 
end of a decade in which Canada has 
been host to the International Civil 
Aviation Organization. This organi- 
zation is a specialized agency of the 
United Nations, the only agency of 
this kind with its headquarters in 
Canada. By its efforts much pro- 
gress has been made during the past 
ten years towards the improvement 
of safety and regularity of Inter- 
national Air Transportation. 

Principal Canadian Post Offices 
will have the new stamps for sale on 
the 1st June. Orders for this stamp 
in selected mint condition may now 
be sent to the Philatelic Section, 
Financial Branch, Post Office De- 
partment, Ottawa 4, Ontario. The 
orders will be filled and returned at 
the earliest possible date after the 
Ist June. 

All who desire to have First Day 
Covers prepaid with the new issue 
postage stamp specially cancelled on 
the date of issue, the Ist June, are 
required to forward self-addressed 
covers to the Postmaster, Ottawa 2, 
Ontario, not to the Philatelic Sec- 
tion, prior to the date of issue. 

In addition to the cost of postage 
required to be affixed to the covers 
at ordinary, air mail, or registered 
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mail rates, collectors must include in 
their remittance sufficient money to 
pay the Departments cover service 
fee amounting to be for each cover 
forwarded for service. 

The new stamp will be printed 
from one plate only, No. 1, and will 
not be overprinted “GQ”. 


BOOK REVIEW 

Adventures in Cover Collecting, by 
Eugene V. Connett. Publisher: D. 
Van Nostrant Co. (Canada) Ltd., 25 
Hollinger Road, Toronto. Price $3.00. 
72 pages. 

Mr. Connett, a student and collect- 
or of early covers, has succeeded in 
writing an interesting piece of phila- 
telic literature. Although United 
States covers are chiefly dealt with, 
assisted by numerous plates of illus- 
trations, the author also includes 
valuable data on mail across the Can- 
ada-U.S. border, Trans-Atlantic mail, 
express mail and ship marks, togeth- 
er with worthwhile comments on 
mounting and arranging of collec- 
tions. Although not a catalogue, the 
subject of cover evaluation is dealt 
with to advantage. 

It is unique in the manner in which 
the information is imparted with 
various anecdotes and personal ex- 
periences of the author making it 
sufficiently interesting even to at- 
tract a non-philatelist. It portrays 
early cover collecting as an absorbing 
field of pursuit and every serious 
stamp collector who has a few early 
covers or a desire to explore this 
field would do well to consult this 
work.

Check your lower left plate blocks, 
in orange or in red, with or without 
De "GT or “O.H.M.S.” overprints. 
You will find all four stamps with 
strong horizontal hairlines in the left 
margin, particularly thru and around 
control No. “663.” 

Apparently these hairlines extend 
across the entire sheet, as good but 
much lighter hairlines will also be 
found on the lower right plate no. 
block of this plate. Again, in all 
varieties. This damaged condition of 
the plate may well explain why so 
few impressions were run from it in 
the orange printing. 





#267—3c Violet War Issue—Variety 








This is really a “smudged print” 
therefore just a freak and not a con- 
stant variety. Probably due to an 
excess drop of ink which really got 
smeared over the face of two stamps. 
Unless someone else reports some- 
thing similar, or comes up with a bet- 
ter explanation, we’ll let it go as a 
curiosity and nothing more. 





$ 268—“G”’ Overprint Positions 





With all the recent publicity and 
interest in the “Misplaced G” variety 
found on the 10c Fur Issue, it might 
be well to take note of the positions 
of these overprints. Did you ever 
notice where the “G” overprint is 
placed on the King George and Queen 
Elizabeth portrait series? 

Usually it is on the right side of 
the stamp, behind or beside the head. 
However, where the head faces to 
the right, the overprint is on the left 
side,—again it is made to appear be- 
hind the head. Never does the King 
or Queen get “socked in the face” 
with the overprint, and never is it 
placed to make it appear in front of 
them. If you don’t believe it,—check 
your stamps,—note the different 
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positions on the Ze, 4c and 5e re- 
vised. If you have an exception it’s 
a variety. And who knows but what 
other “Misplaced G” varieties have or 
can occur? 





+269—#88 2c Surcharge on 3c 
Numeral 





Sorting out a bunch of these the 
other night, I ran into a surcharge 
variety which I do not recall having 
seen mentioned before. It’s a “Brok- 
en 2” variety. It’s a large break, a 
right sizeable portion of the upper 
right side of the figure “2” being 
missing. Weuld be interested in 
hearing of anyone else coming across 
this variety.

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RAMBLING GOSSIP

Some days ago a press report in- 
terested me advising that Australia 
during the past eighteen months had 
accomplished philatelic sales amount- 
ing to over $1,350,000. It would ap- 
pear that this is a very substantial 
figure for a country with a popula- 
tion of nearly four million people less 
than ours. Australia turns out some 
fine designs and in a size of stamp 
most appealing to collectors, this no 
doubt has a lot to do with their large 
turnover. 

Reported from London is the sale 
of a Newfoundland Hawker used in 
1919 for the sum of $1,176.00 or 
£420. Gibbons lists this item at £400. 
The information did not state 
whether the item was on cover. A 
single mint copy of this stamp is 
priced at $1,500 here. 

Some clarification has yet to be 
made regarding the B.W.I. Federa- 
tion and a definite listing of all the 
island countries involved. It is as- 
sumed Federation will be achieved 
next year. A suggestion made in 
our press here that Jamaica, Gren- 
ada, St. Vincent, St. Lucia, Dominica, 
Barbados with Trinidad and Tobago 
are grooming themselves for a place 
in partnership with Canada which 
would become in the minds of many 
a question for very serious considera- 
tion on the part of our own govern- 
ment. The loss of these popular is- 
land countries will be felt keenly by 
many thousands of philatelists, but 
due to their long standing it is con- 
sidered they will still be heavily col- 
lected, without any question what- 
ever the first issues of Queen Eliza- 
beth for any B.W.I. will eventually 
be most valuable, collectors would be 
well advised to put them away com- 
plete while they are available. The 
same suggestion in my mind is that 
the first Queen issues of the new ob- 
solete African colonies will attain 
great value in a very few years from 
now. 

News has just come to hand that 
the C.P.S. convention in Montreal 
was one huge success and heavily at- 
tended by members from all over the 
country. Much credit is due to the 
executives and organizers for the 
successful results of this great show 
and which members of the Montreal 


club gave so much assistance to. 
Many Teronto members were present 
together with a large attendance 
from all Ontario. 

Some more friendly words for Can- 
ada have been made by Mr. F. E. 
Metcalfe of Commonwealth fame who 
writes in “Stamps” that he has a 
ereat weakness for Canadian issues 
shared not only by British collectors 
in general but those also in most 
other parts of the world. Thank 
you F. E. M. we take our hats off to 
you. 

On June 1st we are to have a new 
stamp for the I.C.A.O. to commemor- 
ate the 10th anniversary of the or- 
ganization. It is good news to read 
that the stamp will measure 114” x1” 
in size, it is to be blue in color and 
should be attractive, there will be 
50 stamps to the sheet and one plate 
block only will be allowed to each 
sheet sold. 

On May 10th a commemorative set 
of four stamps for the Tercentenary 
of Jamaica will be issued, and from 
press illustrations they appear to be 
a smart release. 

On July 18th we are to have a com- 
memorative Tercentenary set of four 
stamps from New Zealand, to date no 
illustrations have come to hand. 

The new Sissons B.N.A. price list 
has just come to hand and is most 
welcome. As usual it is complete in 
its information and a very handsome 
publication. The nominal price of 
25c is a gift and all collectors of our 
stamps should get it. 

Well so long everyone, summer is 
close to us, so enjoy yourselves but 
for heaven’s sake drive carefully. 


The date of issue for the Saskat- 
chewan-Alberta 50th Jubilee Com- 
memcrative Stamp issue has now 
been set for June 30th. The Regina 
Philatelic Society, Chapter 10 of the 
GPS. in conjunction with the Sas- 
katchewan Golden Jubilee Commit- 
tee, are servicing First Day Covers.

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The Stamps of New Brunswick 


BY M. W. CRYDERMAN 


New Brunswick, now one of Can- 
ada’s maritime provinces, was once 
an independent colony issuing its own 


stamps. It began its political history 
as part of the French colony of 
Acadie. Originally discovered by 


Cartier in 1534, it was the locale of 
an attempted settlement by De Monts 
in 1604. This was en the island of 
St. Croix at the mouth of the St. 
Croix River. The Treaty of St. Ger- 
main confirmed the French in their 
possession of Acadie, which included 
New Brunswick, but there was con- 
siderable skirmishing over this ter- 
ritory until 1710 when Great Britain 
captured it. The Treaty of Utrecht, 
1713, gave Great Britain all of 
Acadie except Cape Breton Island 
with its guardian fortress of Louis- 
bourg. The French and British in- 
terpretations of the treaty differed 
of course, both claiming the land now 
known as New Brunswick. However 
the Treaty of Paris at the end of the 
Seven Years War definitely brought 
this rivalry to an end and New 
Brunswick became part of the 
British coleny of Nova Scotia. In 
the meantime small settlements were 
established in the country, Manger- 
ville on the Mangerville in 1762, a 
Scots settlement on the Mirdmichi in 
1764. After the American Revolu- 
tion a stream of Loyalists entered 
the country and set up St. John near 
the old French Fort Charnisay, and 
Fredericton on the site cf the old 
French village of St. Annes. In 1784 
New Brunswick was detached from 
Nova Scotia to simplify administra- 
tive difficulties. As a colony it went 
through the same struggle as Nova 
Scotia to obtain responsible govern- 
ment and in 1867 terminated its in- 
dependent history by joining the 
colonies of Canada and Nova Scotia 
to form the Dominion of Canada. 
Roughly square in shape, about 230 
miles by 190 miles, New Brunswick 
contains a varied topography. The 
north is rough and undulating, the 
east is flat and marshy, the whole 
densely wooded and traversed by 
numerous rivers and river valleys 
unsurpassed for the richness of their 
soil. The magnificent scenery, the 


presence of moose, cariboo and deer, 
the trout and salmon in the network 
of turbulent rivers and placid lakes, 
make New Brunswick a paradise for 
sportsmen and anglers. 

There is little manufacturing. The 
main industries are lumbering and 
fishing. Timber is plentiful, mainly 
spruce, fir, cedar, hemlock, and oak. 
Main fish catches are salmon, her- 
ring, lobster, sardines and cod. 
Population at the time of Confedera- 
tion may be estimated from the cen- 
sus of 1871 which gave the figure 
285,594. However development in 
the province is somewhat handicap- 
ped due to certain economic disad- 
vantages arising from Confederation. 

The early postal history of New 
Brunswick is that of Nova Scotia. 
The New Brunswick postal system 
was part of the Nova Scotia system 
until 1843, under the control of the 
Imperial Government. Continuous 
agitation from the North American 
Colonies secured the passage of an 
act in the Imperial Parliament turn- 
ing over the administration of the 
posts to the colonial governments. 

On April 6, 1850, the New Bruns- 
wick legislature passed a Post Office 
Act to set up a postal system under 
provincial administration. The act 
set rates of postage and provided 
for the use of postage stamps. The 
rate for domestic postage was 3d 
currency per half ounce, prepayment 
being optional. Newspapers within 
the province or directly between the 
province and Great Britain were free, 
others Led The packet rates per 
half ounce to the British Isles were 
1s. 3d. cy. (1s. st.) via Halifax and 
ls. 314d. cy. (1s. 2d. st.) via New 
York or the United States, this be- 
ing the faster service. Letters to 
the United States, except California 
and Oregon, were 6d. cy. and to Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and other parts of 
the west coast the charge was 9d. cy., 
prepayment optional. The New- 
foundland rate was 7%d. cy., pre- 
payment optional, and the rate to 
Bermuda and the British West Indies 
was the same except that the provin- 
cial portion of this rate, 3d, had to 
be prepaid. The rate on books and 
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pamphlets was set but did not af- 
fect the denomination of the postage 
stamps. In 1859 the packet rate be- 
tween Great Britain and the prov- 
inces was reduced to 6d. st. or 744d. 
cy., and 8d. st. via New York, but 
that to Newfoundland and Bermuda 
was increased to 8d. cy. and that to 
the British West Indies to Is. 1d. ey., 
prepayment of the province’s share 
being compulsory. 

The stamps secured by the Post 
Office Department were of three 
values, 3d., 6d. and 1s., expressed in 
currency. The designs are somewhat 
similar to the original stamps of 
Nova Scotia and the id. and 5d. of 
Newfoundland’s first issue. There 
were suggestions at the time that all 
the provinces should issue stamps of 
similar design, differing only in the 
name of the province. There is evi- 
dence that these stamps were order- 
ed for New Brunswick by the Pro- 
vincial Secretary of Nova Scotia, the 
Hon. Jos. Howe, when he was ar- 
ranging for the printing of Nova 
Scotia’s first stamps. 

Memorandum of the Postmaster- 
General of Nova Scotia, July 8, 1851: 

“T would beg to suggest for the 
consideration of the government that 
£10,000 worth of stamps for Nova 


Scotia, and a similar amount for 
New Brunswick, viz: 

3d—£5,000 

6d—£2,500 

ls—£2,500 


be furnished for immediate use, or 
should this amount be considered too 
small, to double the numbers.” 

The Postmaster-General’s Report 
for 1859 says: 

1. “The postage stamps issued by 
the Post Office Department of New 
Brunswick are of three kinds, and of 
the values of three pence, six pence 
aad one shilling, respectively, each 
representing a rose, a thistle, sham- 
rock and mayflower, with a crown in 
the centre. 

"1 The three penny stamps are 
coloured red, the six penny green, the 
one shilling purple. They can pe 
procured from any post office in the 
province.” 

This is a description of the stamps 
of Nova Scotia. New Brunswick’s 
stamps differed in design and color. 
Perhaps this error is the result of the 
close co-operation of the New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia Departments, 
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perhaps a result of the indifference 
cf the people towards the stamps and 
perhaps an example of the inaccur- 
acy of colonial records. 

The actual design is lozenge shaped 
with a crown in the centre and the 
heraldic flowers of the United King- 
dom, the shamrock, thistle and two 
roses, symbolic of Ireland, Scotland 
and England respectively. The value 
appears in each cerner with the 
words NEW-BRUNSWICK—THREE 
PENCE-POSTAGE in the four mar- 
gins. They came in sheets. of 160 on 
bluish paper, and were hot perfor- 
ated. The tint of the paper varies in 
intensity from almost white to dark 
blue, especially in he case of the 
three pence. The thickness of the 
paper varies a trifle so the extremes 
of thick and medium can be found. 
The color of the three pence was 
red which varied from faded to bril- 
hant. The six pence stamp was in 
shades of yellow and the one shilling 
runs from light to dark purple. The 
shades of the stamps and the tint of 
the paper are to some extent due to 
the conditions under which the 
stamps were stored. The Postmaster- 
General’s Report for 1859 states that 
they were stored in the vault of the 
St. John’s Post Office which was so 
damp that it caused them to mould 
and the colors to run. The gum on 
the stamps was dark brown, pliable 
and with little adhesiveness. They 
were printed by Perkins, Bacon & 
Co. of London, England, by the re- 
cess method.

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TALE OF NINE FAMOUS 
IRISHMEN 





While the following item does not 
even have a remote tie-in with phila- 
tely, it is nevertheless of interest. It 
has been taken from “The Metco 
Messenger,” official publication of 
the Meteo Stamp Club of New York 
City, and as reprinted in Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News. It reads— 

“In the Young Ivish Disorders, in 
Treland in 1848, the following nine 
men were captured, tried, and con- 
victed of treason against Her Majes- 
ty, The Queen, and were sentenced to 
death: John Mitchell, Morris Lyene, 
Pat Donahue, Thomas McGee, Chas. 
Duffy, Thomas Meagher, Richard 
O’Gorman, Terrence McManus, Mic- 
hael Ireland. 

“Before passing sentence, the 
judge asked if there was anything 
that anyone wished to say. Meager, 
speaking for all said: 

“<“My lord, this is our first offense 
but not our last. If you will be easy 
with us this once, we promise, on 
our word as gentlemen, to try to do 
better next time. And next time— 
sure we won’t be fools enough to get 
caught’. 

“Thereupon the indignant judge 
sentenced them all to be hanged by 
the neck until dead, and drawn and 
quartered. Passionate protest from 
all the world forced Queen Victoria 
to commute the sentence to trans- 
portation for life to far wild Austra- 
ha. 

“In 1874 word reached the astound- 
ed Queen Victoria that the Sir Chas. 
Duffy who had been elected Prime 
Minister of Australia was the same 
Charles Duffy who had been trans- 
ported 25 years ago. On the Queen’s 
demand, the records of the rest of 
the transported men were revealed 
and this is what was uncovered: 

“Thomas Francis Meagher, 
ernor of Montana. 

“Terrance McManus, Brigadier 
General, United States Army. 

Patrick Donahue, Brigadier 
eral, United States Army. 

Richard O’Gorman, Governor Gen- 
eral of Newfoundland. 

“Miorris Lyene, Attorney General 
of Australia, in which office Michael 
Ireland succeeded him. 

“Themas D’Arcy McGee, Member 
of Parliament, Montreal, Minister of 


Gov- 


Gen- 


Agriculture and President of Coun- 
cil of Canada. 

“John Mitchell, prominent New 
York politician. (This man was the 
father of John Purroy Mitchehll, 
Mayor of New York, at the outbreak 
of World War I).

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MY VISITOR’S COLLECTION 





By L. W. Sharpe 


For many years I have had what I 
call my “Visitor’s Collection.” I have 
continued to add to it and it now con- 
sists of several volumes of items of 
general interest. While it does have 
a philatelic interest, it is not over- 
emphasized. No doubt many collec- 
tors do the same thing. The idea is 
perhaps not too original. 

Friends visiting you, knowing you 
collect stamps, often feel perhaps 
duty bound to ask that they be shown 
your collection. They may, of course, 
be genuinely interested in seeing it. 
But I am referring now to those who- 
you know are not stamp collectors 
and who you feel are not really in- 
terested in them. In any event L 
have found it is a very good start so 
to speak. If you find they are really 
keen or interested you can soon shift 
over to your real treasurers. 

Showing them what may be term- 
ed a real stamp collection can be a 


boring ordeal for both them and 
yourself. They have no real interest 
in your scarce or valuable items. 


They cannot appreciate, if you are 
a specialist, what to them is an end- 
less and foolish repetition of pages 
of the same stamp. To them they 
can indeed be just so many “bits” 
of paper. 

I have found my _non-philatelic 
friends are however nearly always 
quite interested in my “Visitor’s 
Collection,’ and I think I can claim 
it has started some of them on their 
way to be collectors. 

The basis of the idea is to pick out 
some item usually a cover or stamp 
that has a general or public interest. 
A cover usually has more appeal. 
When I say a general or public in- 
terest I mean an item that is likely 
to recall to your visitors something 
they have read or heard about. I 
mount it on an album page with a 
short easily read typewritten write- 
up about it. 

I do not confine this collection to 
the countries I collect. In fact I do 
not confine it. I will use most any- 
thing, an old picture, a valentine, a 
picture post card. Anything that can 
be tied in with stamp collecting. I 
search for items I think will interest

Many of them are quite 
modern. For example I recently add- 
ed one about Eva Peron. A first 
day cover with one stamp a side 
view and one full face picture of 
her. Don’t forget the ladies. One 
thing an item must have is an appeal 
or interest in addition to purely 
philatelic interest. 

Another example. One of my 
pages has a letter addressed to Sir 
Allan Maenab, a locally well-known 
historical figure. Along with it is 
his picture and a picture of his home 
Dundurn Castle, now a public mus- 
eum. <A short write-up gives some 
highlights of his career. 

I am not a Topical Collector. How- 
ever, I do have a page showing 
flowers, animals ete. On this page 
goes a note on the fun that can be 
had with a topical collection. 

Other ideas—a cover with a Christ- 
mas seal on it and how it ties in with 
collecting—a curious postal marking 
and the reason for its use—a page 
showing different methods of sep- 
arating stamps—a page showing dif- 
ferent methods of printing stamps, 
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engraved, ete. There is really no 
limit to what you can do with such a 
collection. 

Little, in fact no emphasis is 
placed on money value of an item. 
But considerable attention is paid to 
eye appeal of both the item used and 
the set up or arrangement of the 
page. 

Don’t for a minute think such a 
collection is not fun. I get a great 
deal of pleasure out of mine. In 
fact I am sure I get as much out 
of it as I do out of my “real” col- 
lection. You will be amazed how in- 
teresting you and your friends will 
find such a collection.
